Feirow-Cirizens, me 
Entertaining as I do the opinion, that 
nothing should be more desirable to a good) 
citizen than the esteem of a virtuous and 
free people, I will not attempt to disguise 
the pleasure, with which I now render to 
you my*most grateful thanks, for the testi- 
mony-that you have given me of your con- 
fidence and regard. 

And although the small services I have 
been enabled to perform in the course of 
my public duties, were wholly inadequate 
to the attainment of so splendid a distinc- 
tion, yet I am not insensible to the expec 
tations of my fellow citizens as manifested 
gn the result of the late election. For with- 
out the vanity to suppose, that they intend- 
ed by their suffrages to express their ap- 
probation of my former conduct, I cannot 
but consider, that in this pledge of their 
«confidence there is ar implied persuasien 
of the purity of my motives and the sound- 
ness of my, political principles. It shall 
therefore be my unremitted endeavour, in 
the administration of the affairs of the com- 
monwealth, to justify this favourable senti- 
ment; and to that effort I will dedicate the 
utmost exertions of my humble abilities 
with an honest zeal for the public good 

A frequent and an anxious examination 
of the conduct of their magistrates, 1s an 
indispensable duty of freemen. It is es- 
sential to the preservation of liberty, that 
{t should be girded with jealous eyes.— 
Conscious of the rectitude of my inten- 
tious, though diffident of my capability of 
executing the arduous trust with which I 
have been honoured, I would not depre- 
cate, but on the contrary, would respectful- 
ly invite the attention of my fellow citizens 
to the measures of their government. 

I roust, however, bespeak their indul- 
gence for the errors of judgment which in 
so diffitult a station must frequently occur. 
AN I can additionally promise is, that my 
inclinations will heartily second the solemn 
injunctions of the obligation by which ] 
have just bound myself, to support our ex- 
cellent eonstitutions. Bred up svith a pro- 

found veneration for those illustrious char- 
ters, every day of my Kfe enforces the con- 
Viction, that they are to be ranked among 
the most important benefits, that human 
wisdom has conferred upon mankind.— 
At any other period, it might be deemed 
superfluous to commend the principles 
which they contain, to the reverence and 
fostering care of my fellow-citizens. But 
the present times are distinguished by ex- 
traordinary events. A combination the 
most formidable the world ever witnessed, 
exists amongst the petentates of Kurope, 
the object of which is nothing less than the 
entire prostration of the rights of man,— 
The barriers of natsonal independence have 
been forced, and a -crusade carried on 
against the liberties of nations whose -only 
offeace was a calm and peaceful attempt to 
improve their -political condition. We 
have moreover seen a despotism whose 
Very existence is a stain upon the escut- 
cheon of Christian Europe, exercising the 
most unheard of atrocities upon a Chris- 
tian people who were struggling to befree. 
The Holy Alliance looked on with felded/ 
arms, whilst the Turkish barbarians were’ 
polluting the altars, plundering the tem- 
ples, burning cities and butchering the in- 
habitants of Christian Greece. Neither 
the ties of acommon faith, nor the admi- 
ration of her ancient splendour and heroic 
virtues, excited:in the bosonis of that heart- 
less conspiracy the least sympathy for the 
mother of republics. They regarded the 
regeneration of liberty in Greece, as ad- 
verse to the cause of thrones. In support 
of that cause doctrines have been promul- 
gat.d by the league of despots in direct 
and deadly hostility to the principles upon 
which our institutions are founded. Whe- 
ther the light of freedom is destined to be 
extinguished in Europe or to beam forth 
with brighter effulgence, we shall have 
equal reason to cherish the generous flame 
which animated the valour of our forefa- 
thers, and to preserve unsullied’ the Jib -:- 
ties which they have handed down. In ei- 
ther case it will behove us, not only to re- 
= in the advantages which we possess, 
n a government founded upon the consent 
of the people and maintained by their an- 
thority, but from a two-fold motive of grat- 
itude to our ancesters and love to our chil- 
dren, to transmit to posterity those ad- 
vantages unimpaired. 

it will not be expected, fellow-citizens of 
the General Assembly, that I should at 
this time attempt to call your attention to 
the subjects which may be proper for your 
consideration during your sessions. Your 
own experience and better wisdom will 
suggest them in the regular course of your 
proceedings. I can only assure you that 
every measure for relieving the embarras- 
ments of the community, for the improve- 
ment of the resources of our state, and 
for the promotion of the public welfare, will 
be supported by the ready and unreserved 
co-operation of the executive branch of the 

vernment. 

You will alow me nevertheless to sub- 
mit « few remarks upen one or two topics 
of paramount importance. Former Legis- 
Jatuves turned their attention, with’a liber- 
ality which did them great honour, to the 

“subject of education. It must be acknowl- 
edged, however, that much remains to be 
accomplished in this respect, and that the 
requisitions of the constitution are still in 
agreat measure unanswered. The object 
of the convention, seems to have been to 
diffuse the means of rudimental education 
so extensively, that they should be com- 
pletely within the réach ef all—the poor 
who could not pay for them as well as the 
y could. Convinced that even li- 


ty without knewledge is bat a precarious 
x | ene Tie nt : 
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‘blessing, I éannot therefore too strongly 
recommend this ‘subject to your considera- 
tion. | . 

Another point which I would respectful- 
lv suggest, relates to the encouragement of 
industry at home As this is a subject 
more peculiatly within the province of the 
national government, I would submit the 
propriety of your requesting our represen- 
tation in Congress, to exert its influence in 
establishing a tariff, which would complete- 
ly protect American manufactures. The 
experience of seven years, has shown that 
little dependance is to be placed upon the fo- 
reign demand for our agricultural preducts. 
It has been the policy of the most enlight- 
ened and prosperous nations of Europe, to 
exclude all articles of foreign growth or 
manufacture which they can themselves 
produce. Qne nation, by pursuing an op- 
posite course, has sunk into an abyss of 
poverty and imbecility, though supported 
by all the mines of Mexico and Peru.— 
These examples teach a lessen too intelli- 
gible to be misunderstood. 

Tendering to you individually my best 
wishes for your personal happiness, I con- 
clude with a sincere prayer that our ef- 
forts and deliberations may be crowned 
with success in the advancement of the 
true interests of our constituents, and that 
an all-gracious Providence will shower its 
blessings upon the commonwealth entrust- 
ed to our charge.

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Great Earthquake at Valparaiso. 


The following is a circumstantial account of the 
great Earthquake which occurred at Valparaiso, 
on the 19th of November, 1822, as related by a 
gentleman, who was there at the time; although 
it took place some time since, yet many of the de- 
tails are new and highly interesting. 

“The weather, this evening, was remarkably 
pleasant, and not the least thing occurred, which 
could be considered as an indication of the dread- 
ful earthquake which laid this city in ruins, 1! had 
scarcely retired to bed, when all at once, the house 
began to shake violently ; the plaster flew about 
in all directions, and the furniture was thrown 
down with great force, 1 immediately sprung up, 
and notwithstanding the darkness, reached the 
outer door, after'having been thrown down sever- 
al times. The door was locked, and to add to my 
misfor'une, the-key fell out. Here then, was I, 
without a light, locked up in a dark entry, and ex- 
pecting every moment that the house would fall, 
and bury me beneath the ruins. With presence of 
mind, surprising even to myself, I stooped down, 
and to my joy, laid hold of the key. 

“After I bad escaped from the house, I was 
still ignorant of what course to take, when | per- 
ceived a light in the court, and followed the direc- 
tion of it, reached the street in safety. Here, all 
was consternation and uproar—the ground appear- 
ed like the waves of the sea—the air was filled 
with dust—and the inhabitants were flying in eve 
ry direction. By this time, the first shock had 
ceased. Being ulmost naked, I turned back to get 
my clothes, but had scarcely reached the house, 
when a second shock commenced, with less vio- 
lence, however, than before. Having, at length, 
“tained my clothes, I went to the beach, with the 
view of getting aboard the ship—there were 
cracks in shore of width and depth sufficient for 
the msertion of a man’s arm. 

“ The ship, although hying in 20 fathorns of wa- 
ter was singularly affected by this phenomenon, 
her guns lifted from we deck, as if by magic— 
and the vessel appeared as if she had struck on the 
rocks. If the earthquake had continued much 
longer, our decks must have been stove through, 
the guns came down with such violence. 

** The native inhabitants, for the most part, fled 
to the mountains, but the resident foreigners took 
shelter on board the vessels lying there. On go. 
ing ashore, the next day, | observed that a small 
building, scarcely six yards from our house, had 
been completely covered by the dirt and stones 
which fell from the mountain, at whose base it 
stood, Our house was not thrown down; for it 
was one of the strongest in Valparaiso; but was 
so much racked, that it did not appear worth re. 
pairing. Captains of vessels which arrived after 
the earthquake, remarked that they frequently 
saw large shoals of fish lying déad on the surface 
of the water. 

“ Among the sufferers by this melancholy event, 
was an Irishman, who having acquired a large for. 
tune by commerce, had that day, retired into a 
new house in the country. At the time when the 
earthquake occurred, his two children were sleep- 
ing, one on a couch in the corner of the room, 
the other on a mattrass in the middle of the fluor. 
As they were thus lying a beam fell across the 
couch, and crushed it to atoms, while another fell 
upon the mattrass, and overwhelmed it with the 
eeins A short time after, they were both dug 
out, not in the least hurt, and restored to the arms 
of their distracted parents. 

“ But to recount every particular of thin awful 
event, would carry me beyond my limits; suffice 
it to say, that shocks were felt more or less, for 
the space of three months.”

The younger brother’s passion be- 
ing highly excited, and his feelings calling for re- 
venge, he fled to a fork, which the deceased suc- 
ceeded in wresting from him; his next effort was 
a gun which proved empty, and was taken from 
him; he then seized a loaded gun, the contents of 
which he lodged in the body of bis brother, who 
expired in a few minutes, and then he made his 
escape.

The crew managed to barricade the helms- 
man to ward off the bullets, then turned their at- 
tention to getting out ballast stones, in order to 
sink the boat, should se | gain the vessel, as there 
was nota gun on board. Fortunately the wind 
sprang up at night and they lost sight of her.

ERIE CANAL—The wealth and importance of 
the siate of New-York, cannot be more fully de- 
veloped, than by a perusal of the following state- 
ment of the amount of property which has passed 
through the Grand Canal, and entered at the col- 
lector’s office, at Utica, during the last season.— 
We make the éxtract from the Utica Sentinel, the 
editor of which peper says, the navigation closed 
on the middle section on the 29th of November, 
and on the eastern section some days previous. — 
He observes that it is believed some of the other 
offices will show a greater result. In this account 
no mention is made of the Packet boats, which 
are becoming very numerous, and pay a great 
revenue to the state. 


2,398 boats arrived—119,142. barrels flour, 
15,164 do. salt, 5,675 do. provisions, 8.594 do. pot 
and pearl ashes, 69 do. keip, 276 do. beer, 491 do. 
oil, 125,798 bushels wheat, 67,917 do. water lime, 
4,038 do. grass and flaxseed, 3,773 do. barley peas, 
&e, 505 do. peaches, 8,006 tons merchandize, 579

her matrons and maids dragged to slavery and 
pollution, and have felt as men.” They say “ there 
are, we know, theoretical philanthropists, who 
will sneer at humble and partial efforts to relieve 
extensive misery, But we also know how much, 
under certain circumstances even a little may ef- 
fect.—There are veterans of our revolutionary war 
still alive, who could tell the true value of the 
coarsest meal, or the roughest garment, in the 
dark day of tbat conflict; there are childless 
matrons yet living, whose freezing and famishing 
infants, in that dreadful trial, the scantiest blanket 
might have preserved from perishing, the smallest 
morsel might have saved from starving. We ask 
you, then, for what you can with perfect conveni- 


Jence bestow, and, on behalf of our brethren of 


Greece, we will be grateful for the smallest do- 
nations.”

6 The autumnal equinvetiel gale,” says 
Boinett. in his voyege to the South Atlan- 
tic. “came on us the 23d of March, and 
Ikeld up ards of four days, with frequent 
¢laps of thunder, accompanied by lightning, 
Ahaii, and rain. kt biew as hard as I ever 
remember, and, for several hours, we could 
not venture to show any sail. At the same 
timea whirlwind, or ty phen, arose to wind- 
ward, from whence, in one of the squalls, 
two bois of fire, about the size of cricket- 

balls, fel] on board. One of them struck 
the ancaor, which was housed on the fore- 
castle, and, bursting into particles, struck 
the chief mate and one of the seaman, who 
fell down in excruciating tortures. Qn ex- 
~~ amining them, several holes appeared to 
hate been burned in their clothes, which 
were &f flzonel; and in various parts of 
their bodes there were small wounds, as 
if made with a ot iron, of the size of asix- 
penny piece. J immediately ordered some 
of the crew to perform\ the operation o! 
the Otaheiteans, called roro mee, which 
Consists in grasping the fleshy parts of the 
body, legs and arms, and working it with 
the fingers. This caused a considerable 
abatement of their pains, but seyeral days 
¢lapsed before they were perfectiy recover- 
ed. The other ball struck the funnel of the 
caboose, made an explosion equal ta that 
of a swivel gun, and burnt several holés in 
the mizen-stay-sail, which were handed.— 
At the height of it the barometer was 28°. 
The alarm which we may be supposed to 
have experienced during the whirlwind was 
mot allayed by the noise of the birds, who 
not considering the ship to be a place of 
safety, as is the case in common gales, ap- 
peared, by the vielence of their shrieks and 
. the irregularity of their flight, to be sensi- 
dle of their dangers, for as the squall ap- 
proached them, numbers plunged into the 
sea, to avoid it; while those who could not 
escape its influence were whirled ina spiral 
manne: out of sight in an instant. Meyery 
fortunately reached us only within two 
cables’ length of each beam, and so passed 
ahead of the ship to the north. From our 
first seeing, to our losing sight of it, was 
about half an hour. In this gale, U lost the 
greatest part of my stock, together with 
all the vegetables that hung at the stern of 
the ship.”

““ Oct. 8, 1672.—I took leave of my Lady 
Sunderland, who was going to Paris to my 
Lord, now ambassador there. She made 
Mme stay dinner at Leicester-house, and 
afterwards sent for Richardson, the famous 
fire eater. He before us devoured brim- 
stone on glowing coals, chewing and swal- 
lowing them. He melted a beere-glasse, 
and eat it quite up ; then taking a live coal 
on his tongue, he put on it a raw oyster; 
the coal was blown on with the bellows til| 
it flam’d and sparkled in his mouth, and so |

A young man had a strong imagination tlrat he 
was dead, and earnestly begged his friends to bury 
him. They consented by the advice of the phy- 
sician.

« And a very good job itis,” said one of them,
